though  tfBi&ed  with  lingering  Difeafes,  ate  not  wholly  incapacitated  from 
earn:;i2  Subfiftance  for  their  hclplefs  Famdies. 

A  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  attend  every  Morning  (except  Sunday )  to  pre- 
icribe  for  a*;d  drefs  fuch  as  aie  able  to  come  to  the  Difpenfary  ;  and  there 
are  a  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  to  each  of  ihe  fix  Wards  of  the  City,  who  vilit 
thofe  that  are  confined  to  their  Habitations.
